-|Bert Ragan Opens 
Studio of Music 


In the child mind the conductor of 
an orchestra has a position in life 
almost as exalted as a policeman, a fire 
man or any man of position and afflu- 
ance. {fn this respect, Bert Ragan as a 
child was not diffeernt from any others 
He wanted to life a life of idle ease 
like the majestic officers of the law; 
take a handful of peanuts from the 
corner stand and delay traffic with a 
wave of his ham like hand. 


Bert’s father thought the boy would 
make a splendid musician. So for many 
years he had to forego the outdoor 
sports enjoyed by the other boys of 
his neighborhood and practice. As time 
passed, the childish fancy for the brass 
buttons and blue of the police faded. 
Instead grew a desire to become an or- 
chestra leader and latw still, a desire 
to become the best in his line. That it 
one reason why Bert is known through- 
out the land as the best vaudeville con- 
ductor in the business. 


His success was not an overnight af- 
fair. No indeed! There were many 
heartbreaks, many years of study and 
effort, trouping with big musical com- 
edy companies through the one night 
stands in the hinterlands, artistic 
temperment and finally recognition. He 
wa ssought after by some of the largest 
theatres in th land and did conduct in 
Chicago, New York ana sondon. Then 
becoming enamoured with the famous 
California sunshine and the equally fa- 
mous California people, he bought a 
ranch at Palo Alto, accepted a post as 
director of the San Francisco Pantages 
orchestra and has been there ever 
since. December 30, 1911, was the open 
ing date and since then he has scru- 
tinized the fragmentary flotsam and 
jetsam used by vaudevallans, called by 
courtesy, music. He has looked over it * 
all. Remember six acts a week, fifty- 
two weeks in the year for fourteen 
years. Bert has seen enem come and 
go but he remains and is content to 
enjoy the distinction of being the only 
conductor in the world who plays a 
pipe organ with his left hand and con- 1

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Decline Of Formal Dining Imposes 
New Demands On Housewife’s Skill

TODAY: Americans are dining far 
less formally than they did even 
ten years ago. It is no longer con- 
sidered correct to serve a long series 
of courses. The courses themselves 
have been simplified, and attention is 
now concentrated upon the quality 
of each dish gather than upon an 
unnecessary profusion. 


In no respect 
is this change 
more marked 
than in the serv- 
ing of vege- 
tables. Two 
vegetables, only 
one of which 
should be 
starchy, is now 
the rule; instead 
of three, four or § 
even five. While | 
the change has 
lessened the bur- 
den placed upon 
the housewife, it has, at the same 
time, made new demands upon her 
skill and ingenuity. With the de- 
crease in the number of vegetable 
dishes, it has become essential that 
each should be as delicious as the 
culinary art can make it. 

Scalloped Corn With Green Pep- 
pers is an unusual and appetizing 
dish. Mix two cups of cooked corn 
with one finely chopped green pep- 
per. 'To blend and bring out the 
flavors, add one teaspoon of sugar. 
Make a sauce of two tablespoons of 
fat, two tablespoons flour, and one

cup milk. Stir in one egg. Mix all 
the ingredients together, salt to taste, 
and place in a baking dish. Sprinkle 
lightly with cracker crumbs and 
bake in hot oven for fifteen minutes. 


Savory Lima Beans—Cook the 
lima beans in boiling water until 
tender. Mix together one tablespoon 
flour, one-half teaspoon salt, one 
tablespoon brown sugar, one-quarter 
teaspoon paprika, and one-quarter 
teaspoon celery salt. Add to two 
cups of the beans, and then mix in 
one tablespoon of finely chopped 
onion and four slices of bacon cut 
in small pieces. Moisten with one 
cup of water. Place in a shallow, 
buttered casserole and bake until 
nicely browned. 


Parsnip Souffle—Cook four me- 


{| dium-size parsnips in boiling water. 
| When tender, remove the skins and 
‘rub through a colander. 


Mix to- 
gether one teaspoon salt, one-eighth 
teaspoon pepper, one teaspoon sugar. 
Add the seasonings and one table- 
spoon of butter to the parsnips. Melt 
two tablespoons of butter in a sauce- 
pan, stirring in two tablespoons of 
flour and one cup of milk. Be sure 
the mixture ‘is thick and smooth. 
Add to the parsnips, together with 
the yolks of two well-beaten eggs. 
Beat the whites of the eggs until 
stiff and fold into the mixture. Put 
in a buttered baking dish and bake 
for 25 minutes in a moderate oven. 
Serve immediately, or the souffle will 


fall. 


Practical Dishes For Busy Days

1 table- 
spoon Pure Vinegar; 2 teaspoons 
flour; 1 teaspoon sugar; 4% teaspoon 
Prepared Mustard. ¥ 
Bake in a moderate oven or sim- 


mer until tender (about %4 hour). 


Creamed Ham Patties— 
1% cups diced cold cooked ham; 2 
tablespoons Stuffed Spanish Olives

sauce; 1 loaf bread. 
Melt butter in a saucepan, add 
flour and stir until well blended. 
Add ham and seasonings to cream 
sauce. Cut bread in 6 slices, trim 
off crusts, cut in squares and hol- 
low out center, Toast boxes thus 


made, fill with the creamed ham. 
Garnish with parsley and serve. 
Cold pork or veal may be pre- 
pared in the same way.

1 pound ground beef; 2 onions; 2 
green peppers; 1 cup water; 3 table 
spoons butter; 1 teaspoon salt; %4 
teaspoon pepper; 1 medium can 
Cooked Spaghetti in Tomato Sauce 
with Cheese. 
In a_ skillet with butter, fry 
chopped onions and green pep- 
per, until slightly brown.

Add water, season with 
salt and pepper, simmer for 10 
minutes. Add Spaghetti, allow 
to boil and serve. 


Boston Rolls— 


1 can Baked Beans, 
cheese; 1 tablespoon chopped onion;
